Attempted Warming of Giant Powder at a 
. Fire Caused the Trouble. 
Leadville, Colo., Sept. 26.—[Speciai.]—By 
an explosion six men lost their lives at the 
Belgian mine this afternoon, while four others 
are badly injured.

the news spread over the city. Hundreds of 
men on foot and on horseback, in ore wagons 
and in express wagons, were hastening to the 
scene of the disaster. The Belgian property 
is located on Iron Hill, and lies east of the 
Adelaide and west of the Flagstaff. | 

The north half of the property is known as 
me- Humboldt and the south half as the Bel- 
gian. The mine is located about two miles 
from tne city. The men were working in 
one of the drifts, and, contrary to 
orders, had fifty pounds of giant 
powder near at hand in the slope. In addi- 
tion to thie ten pounds of giant powder 
was being warmed in a can. It was this that 
first ex ploded, the shock causing the firing of 
the fifty pounds. : 2 

After the explosion a big cave of dirt fell 
in the slope where the men were working and 
they were all slowly dying by suffocation 
when the rescuers reached them. The six 
dead men did not show ascratch, having been 
smothered to death. 

It is thought this evening Baxter and Waters 
will not recover. Tonight the streets are 
packed with miners who have come to see 
their dead comrades. Luckily, the general 
foreman and three miners were laying off 
and thus escaped being among the victims. 

Thousands of people are down from the 
hills tonight to view the remainsof the men 
who were killed. It has been necessary to 
lock the doors of the morgue to avoid a crush. 
A number of women in tke crowd fainted 
away. It is learned tonight none of the men 
killed were married. 


GEN. SCHOFIELD RETIRES NEXT SUNDAY 


May Become an Author After His Two 
Score Years of Soldiering. 

Washington, D. C., Sept. .26.—[Special.]— 
Gen. Schofield will celebrate his G4th bir th- 
day and his retirement from active service 
next Sunday. There seems no reason to doubt 
that Maj.-Gen. Nelson A. Miles will havecom- 
mand of the army at thattime. As the rank 
of Lieutenant-General was revived at the last 
session of Congress especially for Gen. Scho- 
field, his retirement creates no vacancies in 
the line of promotion, they having been filled 


Gen. Schofield retires from the highest 
rank.in the military service of his country in 
the best uf health, and, were his side whiskers 
removed, no one could take him to be a sol- 
dier of 64 who had seen more than two-score 
years of service in the army. He expects to 
go to Ohio on a fishing trip immediately after 
his retirement, and ag he is full of vigor and

Though born in New. York he was appoint- 
ed to the miilitary academy from Illinoie, and 
his services during the war were almost ex- 
clusively with the Western troops, for he or- 
ganized the three months’ men at St. Louis 
and later marched with Sherman to Atlanta 
and was present during the negotiations pre- 
ceding Johnston’s surrender. His command 
n Virginia during the reconstruction period, 
together with his services as Secretary of War 
after the impeachment of Andy Johnson was 
dropped, make his recollections of that try- 
ing time of peculiar value, and he has received 
a number of tempting offers to add his name 
to the list of the author-Generals of the civil 
war.

SUE TO BESTRAIN THE TAX COLLECTOR. 


Chamber of Commerce Owners to Prevent 
: the Sale of the Building. 

The big Chamber of Commerce Building, 
Washington and La Salle streets, is in immi- 
nent danger of being sold by Cook County 
for taxes unless the law interferes. Yester- 
day the wealthy syndicate that owns the prop- 
erty made energetic efforts to head off the 
sale and began an interesting legal fight by 
securing a temporary injunction from a Mas- 
ter in Chancery of the Superior Court. 

The situation is interesting. The owners of 
the property are men of great wealth and 
abundantly able to pay any possible charges 
against their handsome property. The real 
estate tax was paid as usual when it became 
due. But on the personal property tax, 
‘amounting to some $1,800, the syndicate and 
the collector split wide open. This personal 
property tax was against 
the capital stock and franchise of 
the corporation. The owners contend- 
ed there was no personal property. 
From their standpoint it naturally followed 
there could be no tax. This being the case 
they refused to pay. ; , 

The Collector, however, looked at things 
from a different point of view. Actmg on 
this, he so fixed things that the real estate 
was held liable for the personal property tax, 
and the property was placed on the taz sale 
list. It would have been reached in the nat- 
ural order of things today or tomorrow.

DOMINION LINE STEAMER AGROUND. 


Fears Lest Three Vessels Have Perished on 
the Great Lakes, 

Father Point, Que., Sept. 26.—([Specia!. }— 
Capt. Auld of the British steamship Dun- 
morehead, from Belfast for Montreal, which 
passed here this evening inward bound, re- 
ports passing at dusk Sept. 24 a three- 
masted Dominion line steamer ashore 
on Forteau Point, in the Straits 
of Belle Isie. The vessel in 
question is supposed to be the Mariposa, 
bound for Liverpool from Montreal, which 
passed here Sept. 22 with a general cargo and 
many passengers. An Allan line steamer 
was standing by her, probably the Austrian, 
from London, bound for Montreal. Heavy 
weather, with thick sleet and snow, prevailed 
the evening of Sept. 23, which probably 


caused the accident.

Woe Among Small Boys. 


There is to be woe among North Side 
small boys, but no one seems anxious 
to nurse their feelings: The author- 
ities are going for their catapults 
like any contraband articles and the posses- 
sors will be classed as general outlaws. 

This situation came about by 4 rain that 
swept over the northend of town which found 
no analogy in meteorological annals, The 
phenomenon was first noticed seven days 
ago and was unaccompanied by am peculiari- 
ties of sky except the spell of excessively hot 
weather. Small projectiles ghot through the 
air, robbing the streets of security and home 
of its quiet. Window glass was smashed 
ruthlessly and all animate objects suffered. 

Matters grew worse. Quiet dogs in the 
street were set off on a run in 
hewle and agony. Housewives feared 
to let cate venture out upon lawns. Horses 
were struck and runaways became frequent. 
Even the passing policeman got 4 stray shot, 
now and then, and quickened his pace to hunt 
up the culprit, Complaints 2 the po- 
lice trom street car companies, and at last 
cases were reported of persons being struck 
down by slugs striking them on the head.

This mania must stop, said Inspector 
Schaack, in consultation with Capt. Schuet- 
tler. Tell your men to arrest all boys 
caught shooting slings anywhere, and treat 
them as if they were handling knives and re-

Olt vas after a night of bad sleep Capt. 
Schuettler hit upon the plan of making his 
fight on the public schools, and yesterday 
morning he broached the matter to the Su- 
perintendent of Education.

‘PASSENGERS MAY TRANSFER BERTHS 


Que., Sept. 26.—[Special. ]—

board twenty-six first-class passengers besides 
a number of second-class and steerage pas- 
sengers, most of whom are Montrealers. 
There is no means of allaying anxiety, as the 
only communication possible is by passing 
steamers and the nearest telegraph office is at 
Heath Point Signal Station, about 300 miles 
‘away. The coast of Belle Isle is rocky and a 
number of steamers engaged in the 
St. Lawrence trade are usually wrecked 
there every year. The wrecking tug Lord 
Stanley is bemg sent to the Mariposa’s assist- 
ance from Quebec. The Mariposa is one of 
the finest steamers coming to the port of 
Montreal. It was built in 1891 by the 
Armstrongs and is of 6,500 tons with twin 
screws. A singular coincidence is that it first 
came to Montreal under charter to the 
Béaver line to replace the Lake Nepigon, 
which was wrecked a the same place where 
the Mariposa is now reported to be lying. 
The Austrian is expected to arrive at Father 
Point tomorrow afternoon with full particu- 
lars. 8 
Milwaukee, Wis., Sept. 26.—The steamer 
Cumberland, with eighteen men on board and 
its consort, the Bruce, with a crew of eight, 
have not been heard from since passing the 
Straits of Mackinaw the morning of Sept, 22. 
They were due here last night. The Cumber- 
land is a wooden boat built in 1881, 251 feet 
long, and valued at $20,000, The Bruce was 
built in 1873, about 200 feet long, and val- 
ued at $25,000. The two vessels must have 
been about seventy-five miles down the lake 
when Sunday night’s storm struck them, 
Green Bay, Wis., Sept. 26.—[Special.]— 
The steamer Nahant with 1.194 tons of coal 
for the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul railj- 
way from Cleveland, Sept. 19, has not ar- 
rived, though due here.

difficulty her opportunity, and to use all possi- 
ble means to create that difficulty. 

In view of these facts the members of this con- 
vention appeal with confidence to their American 
fellow-citizens and all lovers of liberty to co- 
operate with them in aiding the people of Ire- 
land in the achievement of the same measure of 
liberty enjoyed in the United States. |

ATTEMPT TO PROVE AN ALIBI FAILS. 
> 
Witnesses in the Durrant Case Disappoint 
the Defense, 

San Francisco, Cal., Sept. 26.—The key- 
stone in the arch of Durrant’s alibi crumbled 
and fell today. The witness upon whom the 
attorneys for the defense depended most to 
sustain their contention that Durrant was at- 
tending u lecture at Cooper Medical College 
at the hour when Blanche Lamont was mur- 
dered, gave disappointing testimony. In- 
stead of testifying that Durrant was present 
at the lecture, as Attorney Duprey said Dr. 
Cheney would do, the doctor said he had no 
recollection of seeing the young medical 
student. 

To offset this reverse the defense gained 
only one point: the admission as an exhibit 
of the roll-call book at the college, in which 
Durrant was recorded as present at the lecture 
given the afternoon of April 3. The prosecu- 
tion holds the roll-call book in little esteem 
from the fact that it will place witnesses on 
the stand to prove that Durrant frequently 
asked hia classmates to answer to his name 
when he was absent and that they complied 
with his request. 

The crush in the corridors at the entrance 
to the court was greater today than upon 
any other since the trial began. Men and 
women fought for admission, while the Sher- 
iff anda score of deputies struggled as des- 
perately to keep the cruwd back. At times 
the confusion outside was so great the pro- 
ceedings of the court were interrupted. At 
length Judge Murphy summoned the Sheriff 
and ordered him to clear the corridors. If 
the Sheriff's force was insufficient the Judge 
said he would call on the Chief of Police for 
a squad of men to execute the order. 

Sergt. Reynolds, the police officer who con- 
ducted the search of Emanuel Church after 
the discovery of the bodies of Blanche La- 
mont and innie Williams, was the firat 
witness called to the stand. After describing 
the furniture and other articles found in the 
pastor’s study he was asked about the chisel 
marks found on the door leading to the bel- 
fry. The door and casing through which the 
murderer passed with the body of his victim 
were brought into court and formed one of 
the most „ exhibits produced. 

The witness testified the marks correspond- 
ed in size to a chisel found in a tool box in 
the Rev. John George Gibson’s study. The 
witness was also asked to identify a shoe 
supposed to have been stained with blood 
which was found in the pastor’s study. As 
Sergeant Reynolds did not know to whom 
the shoe belonged 
called, but he was also in ignorance with re. 
gard to the ownership of the shoe.

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TOP DUMPING | THE — IN THE 
LAKE. 

It is een tat an epidemic of typhoid-. 
fever is making its first sweep over the city. 
that nearly one hundred patients are now 
in the City Hospital, and that the number 
of persons smitten with the disease is 
swelled to not far from one thousand by 
those under treatment at their homes, Of 
course the death rate is increasing. Further- 
more it is claimed that the cause of this is 
traceable to the dumping of dredgings from 
the river into the lake near the cribs, which 
contaminates the drinking water of the peo- 
ple; that the attention of the Commissioner 
of Health was officially called to this fact 
a couple of weeks ago; and that he has not 
yet taken measures to prevent a continu- 
ance of the vile practice which is imperil- 
ing the lives of many thousands of our citi- 
zens. 


At in the opinion of the Health Department 


any sickness from typhoid-fever or other 
disease is causd by dumping into the lake 
matter that has been dredged from the bot- 
tom of the river, steps ought to be taken 
without further delay to stop the infliction. 
Not another scow should be permitted to 
dump its load of noisome filth in the lake ex- 
cept at such a great distance from the shore 
and the cribs that no further pollution of 
the water supplied to the people will be pos- 
There ought to be 
no hesitation on account of a claim set up 
by some that the contents of the sewers 
which empty into the lake may have some- 
thing to do with the pollution of the water. 
The one can be controlled summarily. The 
other cannot in the immediate present, 
though it will be in the not distant future. 
Under present conditions there is no other 
way to dispose of the sewage from the 
cloaca which empty directly into the lake. 
But this is probably not more than 10 per 
cent of the whole. The sewage from the 
great West Division, clear to the Stock- 
Yards, runs into the river, and none of that 
goes into the lake except at the time of heavy 
rains, when the distance to which the pollu- 


| tion in the lake extends varies with the rain- 


fall and the direction of the winds at the 
time. This is an evil that perforce must be 
borne for short periods, separated by un- 
certain but generally long intervals, till the 
big drainage ditch is finished and the work 
completed by making the intercepting sew- 
ers to carry off the sewage into the river. 
But the fouling of our drinking water by 
dumping sewage into the lake within two 
or more miles o the shore or the intake cribs 
can be prevented and ought to be stopped at 
once. Meanwhile our citizens owe it to 
themselves, their families, and the com- 
munity at large to boil before using all the 
lake water they have to consume at any 
time when there is reason to suspect it is 
fouled by sewage. Mere filtering cannot be 
depended. on to kill off the disease germs. 
The water should be boiled.

It is assumed that there 
will be a lively speculation in town sites and 
that land which cost the syndicate a few 
cents an acre will bring them in at least 
$10,000. The farm lands also will bring much 
above their first cost, so that the syndicate 
will make a tremendous profit on its real cs- 
tate deal. 

This money is not to be fooled away or 
stolen. In order that this may not happen 
those who handle it will be required to give 
“good and sufficient bond.” This is an in- 
fallible recipe against financial disaster. 
Then, in the course of a few years, when the 
original sum of ten or twenty-five millions 
has been quadrupled or decupled, the syn- 
dicate will proceed to make a practical use 
of it. 

Some will be expended in organizing a gov- 
ernment. Just where it is to be organized 
has not been settled. The country in which 
the land to be colonized is situated may ob- 
ject to having it organize there. Perhaps a 
small, unclaimed island can be discovered 
in the Pacific and the seat of government 
be established there. Some of the money 
will be expended in building a navy to fight 
England's and the rest in arming and equip- 
ping a million Irishmen and landing them 
on the shores of Ireland. Their strong arms 
vm do. the rest, and the green flag will float 
over Dublin Castle. 

Basy and simple as this syndicate plan 
may seem, it did not catch the fancy of the 
members of the Irish convention in session 
here. Probably they thought it would take 
too long a time. They may have doubted 
whether many Irishmen would go to South 
America or Mexico at the suggestion of some 
real estate speculators. Or they may have

Ideal journalism from the point of view of 
the Democratic partisan paper is to praisc 
all its own party does when in power and to 
find fault with whatever members of the 
opposing party do when in office. Sheets of 
this stamp do not criticise; they abuse. 
When there is nothing which deserves 
attack they fabricate something. They as- 
sumé that everything which a national, 
State, or municipal administration con- 
trolled by their adversaries may do is done 
badly and for evil reasons. They pitch on 
something which the people are interested 
in having done, and assert that the admin- 
istration—national or local—is for corrupt 
reasons trying to frustrate the wishes of the 
people. 

The local Democratic organ of rabid par- 
tisans and ex-officeholders is an adept at 
that game. Its managers are experienced 
in and have a natural talent for the dissemi- 
nation of partisan untruths to warp and mis- 
lead public sentiment., The simple article of 
their creed is that whatever Mayor Swift 
does is to be discredited, and whatever he 
says is to be disbelieved or perverted. ‘If he 
makes an appointment it must be described 
as an improper one, made for vicious rea- 
sons. If he gives an order, no matter what 
it may be, it must be assumed that his mo- 
tives in giving it are bad. Under no circum- 
stances must he be credited with honesty. 

The people of Chicago adopted the civil 
service law by some 50,000 majority and 
want to see itz put in force.

ily to nullify it. Personally that organ would 
be glad to see the law swept away, if Demo- 
crats were in control, for it was reared in 
and believes in the spoils system.

FOR DEEPER WATERWAYS. 

The papers prepared for discussion by the 
deep waterways convention at Cleveland ap- 
pear to treat on a greater variety of topics 
connected with the subject than can be con- 
sidered by the delegates. The members of 
the convention seem to be about unanimous- 
ly agreed that deeper waterways are 80 de- 
sirable that they must be regarded as a 
commercial necessity of the near future. 
Undoubtedly the majority favor a ship canal, 
or more than one, from the great lakes to 
the Atlantic Ocean, and in this connection 
a paper was read on the practicability of 
using a type ot vessel to navigate both fresh 


| and salt water, which at least is open to 


question. Mr. Smith of New York detailed 
at length the proposed plans for improving 
the Erie Canal by the expenditure of some 
nine million dollars, and expressed the be- 
lief that the carrying out of the improvement 
would so much enlarge the facilities 
of the canal that it would easily 
accommodate the lake traffic to the 
sea. He especially commended the plan 
to the consideration of those who had been 
attracted by the idea of spending 100 mill- 
fons or more on the construction of a gigan- 
tic ship canal. He claimed the expenditure 
of the smaller sum would offer the cheapest 
possible route to the ocean His opinion is 
backed by the Executive committee of the 
State of New York, and by others who allege 
that the railroads are the most interested 
in having the issue made a ship canal or 
none at all,” because they know there is 
small prospect of competition from that; 
while the nine million expenditure would be 
a possibility of the near future if asked for 
by the convention. 

The subject of lake levels attracted a great 
deal of attention. It was admitted by differ- 
ent speakers that the tendency of works now 
being executed in the St. Clair Flats, De- 
troit and Niagara Rivers, and at Chicago, 
and other works that may result from the 
action of the convention is and will be to 
lower the levels a few inches. But also it 
was shown to be possible to regulate and 
control the levels so as to preserve depths 
of. water guited to navigation. Mr. Johnson 
of the Chicago sanitary district force of en- 
gineers intimated that the cost of such con- 
trol need not be more than about $5,000,000, 
and safd such an expense may be rated as 
small in comparison with the benefits to fol- 
low. He stated that the engineering diffi- 
culty is the least one, the international 
being the greatest difficulty in the way 
of securing such control. Mr. George Y. 
Wisner made the interesting statement that 
the cost of deepening the principal lake har- 
bors and connecting channels is about four 
and a half million dollars for each foot of 
increase in depth. Also he stated it as prob- 
able that the fluctuations of the lake 
levels, which under present conditions 
are more than four feet, may be re- 
duced by appropriate controlling meas- 
ures to less than one foot, and the low- 


water depth of channels be thereby increased

Surely if figures are correct a varia- 
tion of three feet in the levels must cause a 
refluction of 120 per cent in lake commerce, 
or 20 per cent less than nothing. 

THE MAYOR HAS DONE HIS BEST FOR

STATE SUPERVISION OF WAREHOUSEMEN 


‘Chicago, Sept. 26.—[{Editor of The Tribune. 
Referring to your editorial this morning on the 
grain elevator situation in Chicago, I beg the op- 
portunity of commenting upon some of the state- 
ments therein made. I do this for fear that if no 
notice should be taken of it some might think that 
the warehousemen of Chicago are opposed to the 
very wise suggestion you make—viz.: The wisdom 
of supervision by the State of public warehouse- 
men to prevent any discrimination among holders 
of receipts on said houses. Instead of opposing 
this, every warehouseman in Chicago fully agrees 
with you as to its propriety and its wisdom and its 
justice. We have stated this to the Warehouse 
Commissioners of the State repeatedly. We make 
this public statement that we are not only not 
averse to such supervision, but think it desirable, 
and are willing to have it. The reason given by 
the Warehouse Commissioners for not instituting 
such supervision as you suggest was that they 
had no money. As far as I am individually con- 
cerned I would be willing to advance the money to 
pay for such supervision, so that this hue and cry 
made about the possibilities of wrong-doing of this 
mature could be silenced absolutely. No honest 
Warehouseman could object to it, and one who is 
dishonest should receive no consideration. In this 
controversy it seems to me a wise thing to be 
calm and serene, and not under the influence of

the other elevator men about $450,000, Prac- 
ticd ly the warehousemen can do what they 
please with the grain in their keeping so 
long as they live up to the requirement of 
delivering out the quantity of grain called 
for by the receipts they have issued and see 
to it that the grain so delivered comes up 
to the lowest limit of quality for the grade 
named on the receipts. They can appropri- 
ate to themselves every advantage arising 
out of the margin of value in quality which 
the country shipper is obliged to furnish as 
a measure of self-protection against enor- 
mous loss. They can do this so long as they 
are permitted to buy and sell grain which 
they mix in with thé property of others 
that has been confided to their care as public 
custodians in the absence of supervision by 
persons authorized to watch and instructed 
to report every case of improper handling 
of the grain belonging to others than the 
warehousemen. Without such supervision 
no building ought to be allowed to be run at 
the same time as a public and private ele- 
vator under the same management, and itis 
understood that Mr’ Counselman is far from 
being the only one of the public warehouse- 
men who would be willing to pay for such 
supervision rather than not have it in their 
houses.

Peter Stephenson, a Long-Time Postal 
Clerk, Under Arrest. 

Peter Stephenson of Neshkoro, a postal 
clerk who runs on the route from Chicago to 
Neenah, Wis,, was arrested yesterday for 
rifimg letters, For some time there have 
been complaints of rified registered letters on 
the route, but no one in authority dreamed of 
Stephenson in connection with the matter. 

Yesterday Inspector M. G. Price mailed a 
registered letter at Stevens Point, directed to 
Oshkosh. In it were four marked one-dollar 
bills. The letter had to come to Chicago 
first, as it was mailed on the u run, and 
would have been sent back over the same 
route lastevening.

Neatly Trapped at Courtland, III., by Two

He led the fight yesterday at the meet- 
ing of the Joint Committee on Wharves and 
Public Grounds and Streets and Alleys South 
against the ordinance which provides for the 
settlement of the Lake-Front question and the 
building of the proposed park. | 

Mr. Coughlin instead of looking after the 
interests of the’ people seems to have his 
weather eye on something else, and apparently 
is not traveling alone. A big bluff was made 
for delay, uot by allof the members of the 
committee, but by enough. Some of the 
Aidermen do not understand all of the pro- 
visions of the ordinance notwithstanding 
the much-published settlement, but Mr. 
Coughlin does and so do most of his 
colaborers who’ want delay. They were 
eo anxious and so fidgety yesterday to 
let the Illinois Central railroad ¢ompany 
know their band they could not eit still and 
allow the ordinance to be read.

O'Neill e clerk 
started to read the ordinance, but there 
seemed to be a prearranged scheme 
to obstruct. Certain Aldermen appeared 
to be densely ignorant as to the meaning 
of certain provisions and an argument was 
started on the slightest provocation. Coughiin 
wanted the committee to go down to the 
Lake-Front at once. Ald. Greenacre made a 
grand-stand speech on ethics and several 
members seid they could not understand the 
map. Ald. Hepburn tried to explain it, but 
they would not have it. Finally it was de- 
cided to send for Engineer Wheelock. He 
could not come and the clerk proceeded with 
the reading. Ald. Madden got tired and 
made a motion that the ordinance be referred 
with the recommendation that it pass. After 
some quibbling a vote was taken aon mo- 
tion and this was the way the Aldermen voted:

Mr. Healy and the other mem bers of the board, 
however, are of the opinion that they have the 
right to insist upon full value being given for 
every dollar paid out, and, furthermore, to re- 
fuse to pay any bilis of ‘this nature until the 
Commissioners have personally had an oppor- 
tunity to inspect the schools and inmates, as 
provided for in Mr. Kunstman’s resolution. In 
tne disposition of female dependents the 
board is allowed more latitude, as the State 
law, for some unknown reason, does not 
apply to girls and these are taken care of 
on contracts, 

Despite the fact that several of the County 
Commissioners, as published in Tus Tris- 
UNE, have expressly exempted the Glenwood 
School from the strictures passed on the 
other institutions the officials of that school 
want it more explicitly understood they are 
giving the county full value for all the money 
received, The boys placed there are not only 
educated, trained to useful callings, and given 
good homes, but a strict watch and record is 
kept over them until they are 21 years of age. 
To Miss Lathrop’s assertion that children can 
be properly housed, fed. clothed, and edu- 
cated for an average ot $75 a year these offi- 
cials take serious objection.

MANY DEATHS OF TYPHOID FEVER. 


Dr. Reilly Says the Meager Figures Indi- 
ente There Is an Epidemic. 


Certificates of sixty-eight deaths from 
typhoid fever have been sent in to the Health 
Department since Sept. 1. On these figures 
Dr. Reilly, the Deputy Commissioner, esti- 
mates that 1,200 cases ought to have been re- 
ported during this period. Instead, and as 
shown by the daily returns, there were only 


‘thirty. 

This is an indication that physicians do not 
do their duty. There is an ordinance requir- 
ing them to report typhoid fever cases to the 
department. Commussioner Kerr requests 
the people 8 
and north of Chicago avenue 
boil their water before using it. 

“Sixty-eight deaths in twenty-five days is 
all the proof, said Dr. Reilly. I want to 
convinee me there is an epidemic. By tak - 
ing the number of deaths for any given 
time,“ he continued, and multiplying it by 
t wen ty you will get a fair and reliable est 
mate of the number ot cases prevailing dur- 
ing that period. The death rate is 5 per 
cent.“ 

At this rate of 8 ought to ha ve 
been 1,360 cases since Sept. 1, according to 
Dr. Reiiiy’s figures. He made an estimate for 
ten days from Sept. 13 @o 22, when there 
were thirty-five deaths, and concluded there 
must have been 700 cases during that p$riod. 

% The increase in deaths, he resumed, 
„for the last tourteen days over the first 
twelve days of the month is 80 per cent, and 
the reports show that the disease is prevalent 
mostiy in the Hyde Park and the Lake View 
districts; also that the cause arises from the 
use of the water coming from the Sixty eighth 
street and the Lake View cribs, which has 
been found to be contaminated with bacilli 
coli.“ 

It is said that the Lake View region can 
never be entirely freed from the disease until 
the intake water tunnel there is extended one 
mile or more, while on the South Side the 
thing to do is to shut off the one-mile criband 
take all the water supply from the two-mile 
crio,

REBEL KING FETED BY A CONSUL, 


Tamasese of Samoa Entertained by Her 
Britannic Majesty’s Kepresentative. 

Apia, Samoa, Sept. 11, by steamer to San 

Francisco, Sept. 26.—There has been much 
unfavorable comment here recently regard- 
ing the actions of the Acting British Consul, 
Woodford, and the German Consul. The 
British Consul made a visit to the head- 
quarters of the rebel party under Tamasese 
and induced Tamasese to visit Apia, where 
he entertained him at the Consulate and 
drove him about town in his own carriage, 
finally taking him to the German Consulate, 
where King Malietoa had been brought some 
time before. The significance of this action 
lies in the attitude which has all along been 
held by Tamasese, son of the former German 
puppet King of that name. The present Ta- 
masese recently defied the authority 
of warships here representing the 
United States, Great Britain, and Germany, 
and he is at present sheltering escaped pris- 
oners under sentence of the Supreme Court. 
The Samoan Herald, a paper published by 
an Englishman, in commenting upon this 
incident condemns the British Consul se- 
verely, and says that the residents of Sa- 
moa have seen the strange spectacle of an 
acknowledged rebel, Tamasese, not only 
being allowed to enter Apia with impunity 
but actually appearing as the intimate friend 
of her Britannic Majesty’s representative, 
Consul Woodford. The paper also declares 
this action of the British Consul will imply 
to the semi-savage mind of Tamasese that 
he can be assured of the powerful protection 
of Great Britain. The natives belonging to 
the King’s party are much incensed at the 
conduct of both the Consuls.

In five minutes they arrived on a dead 
run, hot and clutching their clubs as they 
ran from every point of the compass. Their 
warlike array burst upon a scene of placid 
industry and contentment. In the crowded 
market that extends all along Hester street 
1,000 peddlers were carrying on a thriving 
trade: Not a word of warning had prepared 
them for the sudden interruption of police- 
men. 

The patrolmen on the post stared in amaze- 
ment and hastened up to inquire what was 
the matter. Notan ill word had been spoken 
on the street all morning. Never was there 
a more peaceful holiday market. The arrest 
of half a hundred butchers for selling live 
fowls had passed off without a ripple of ex- 
citement and the prisoners had been taken 
to the Essex Market Police Court and there 
their cases disposed of. 

The east end of Division street was a solid 
mass of bluecoats and the peddlers in the 
market were beginning to move uneasily 
when suddenly, with clangor of alarm bells, 
the patrol wagon from the Eldridge Street 
Station tore down Hester street from the 
opposite direction. It was jammed with 
policemen, others hanging on behind, and 
still others following after. 

At the sight pushcart men and hucksters 
took to their heels, sure they were to be 
arrested between two advancing columns. 
Instantly there was a jam and wild uproar. 
Thousands following the patrol. wagon ran 
in from every side street, and Hester street 
became in a moment impassable. The pa- 
trol wagon was caught in the jam. The 
driver swore, the horses reared, women 
shrieked and n to their children, and the 
men gathered in knots and cursed the po- 
lice loudly. 

There was every promise and prospect of 
a riot in the market that a moment before 
was so peaceful, when the patrol wagon 
found a gap in the crowd and slipped 
through. The crowd gave way and the po- 
lice pushed forward toward Division street, 
where they joined the reserves from three 
other precincts standing. about asking each 
other what was the matter. 

The crowd following caught the rumor of 
a riot and took in the situation. It scat- 
tered, jeering, and the market resumed its 
peaceful aspect. The reserves went home in 
ill humor. 

To the anxious inquiries of Acting Chief 
Conlin over the wire as to the riot the 
answer was returned that it was a hoax. 
Then President Roosevelt got mad and gave 
Supt. Roberts a verbal dressing down. The 
latter gave the lame excuse that he feared 
trouble in arresting the Hebrew dealers in 
live fowls. The sale of live chickens in this 
city is prohibited under the sanitary code. 
Though he had fifty sanitary policemen in 
the market he did not think them enough. 
The chances are Dr. Roberts will have to 
stand trial for his poor judgment. 


RIX THE FORGER 18S BROUGHT BACK. 


Former Western Agent of the Singer Sew- 
ing Machine Arrives from Germany. 

New York, Sept. 26.—[{Special.]—Charles 
Frederick Rix, who is wanted in Chicago on 
a charge of embezzlement and forgery and 
who fought extradition proceedings for 
eight months in the courts of Germany, was 
a passenger on the Hamburg-American 
steamer Patria, which arrived from Ham- 
bufg today. He was in charge of Detective 
K. C. Kric, who chased him into Germany 
and caused his arrest there. Kric and his 
prisoner left for Chicago soon after landing. 

Rix is 45 years old, tall, full bearded, and 
black haired. For five years he had been 
employed as the Western general agent of 
the Singer Sewing Machine company. He 
disappeared one year ago and an investiga- 
tion is alleged to have shown a defalcation of 
$40,000. His wife, who is a German, left the 
city soon af her husband disappeared. 
She was shadowed by detectives and fol- 
lowed toasmall suburb of Hamburg. There 
she was joined by her husband. 

The arrest followed and extradition pro- 
ceedings begun. Rix fought the matter in 
the courts and it was not until eight months 
had elapsed that the German courts decided 
there was evidence that he had committed 
an extraditable offense. Papers were then

West Superior’s Ex-Mayor Will Not Re- 
gain His Old Place at the Head of the 
City—Action of the Council Sustained 
by the Supreme Bench Without a Dis- 
senting Voice Evidence That Stark. 
weather Had Received Money from 
City Employes Enough to Convict Him. 


Madison, Wis., Sept. 26.—[Specual. ]—The 
Rev. Charles S. Starkweather of West Supe- 
rior will not be reinstated as Mayor of that 
city, from which position he was qusted by 
the Common Council some months ago. The 
Supreme Court put a quietus on the aspira- 
tions of the preacher politician today. The 
court handed down an opinion. The Rev. 
Stark weather’s motion to annui the proceed- 
ings of the Common Council of Superior im- 
peachmg him for malfeasance while in the 
office of Mayor, on the ground that those sit- 
tingin judgment on him were prejudiced, 
The Court affirms the West Superior Coun- 
cil’ proceedings and order of removal. Jus- 
tice Winslow wrote the opinion, which was 
unanimously concurred in. It says: 

The examination of the evidence amply justi- 
fies the finding of the Council. The Mayor was 
by the charter head of the Fire and Police De- 
partments, with 2 of appointment and re- 
moval. The evidence clearly shows that the 
chiefs of those two departments, with the ap- 
proval of the Mayor. went through their respect- 
ive departments in May and June soliciting the 
firemen and policemen to make contributions to 
a fund to reimburse the Mayor for his campaign 
expenses, and they collected soe sums, which 
were turned over to the Mayor. me of the men 
paid it because they thought it would help them 
“ep their positions. 

The Mayor admits the receipt of the money, 
but says he only took it after learning that there 
had been no compulsion used aud that the men 
gave it — and not to secure their posi- 
tions, Granting the honest intentions of the 
Mayor, it is apparent that he erred grievousiy. 
It makes no dreument or authority to show 
the wage te of this money, wrung from city em- 
ployés who were subject to the Mayor’s power of 
removal at any moment, was a serious offense 
against the oath and duties of his o 

he fact—if fact it be—that the Mayor himself 
cannot appreciate nor understand there is 
anything reprehensibie in his action ciniply 
demonstrates his untitness for the office to whic 
he was elected. Upon the whole case it seems to 
us that substantial justice has been done, and the 
order of the Common Council relieving the 
Mayor from office must be affirmed.

RAILWAY COMPANIES HAVE CAUSE 
TO REMEMBER J. I. MARTIN.” 


He Had a Penchant for Getting Injured by 
Trains and Then Bringing Suite fot 
Heavy DamageseAccident Insurance 
Companies Algo Recall That He Had an 
Arm Severed from His Body at a Time 
When He Carried Short-Time Policies 
Aggregating $45,000. 

John L. Martin of Chicago, who was re- 
cently arrested in New York, charged with 
swindling, is well known among the accident 
insurance companies and railroad claim 
agents of Chicago. 

Une of his earliest experiences was with the 


} Illinois Central railroad company, Feb, 27, 


1893. 41 6 that evening Martin, in company 
with two other electricians, alighted from an 
outgoing suburban train at the Hyde Park 
The railroad people say, and it is 
alleged that Martin and his companion, David- 
son, do not deny, they alighted on the wrong 
side of the train and commenced to wander 
across the tracks. While so domg Martin 
and Davidson allege they were struck and in- 
jured by another train. Suits for heavy dam- 
ages were at once instituted, that by David- 
son being brought in the Fedetal Court. The 
first trial resulted in a mistrial, the second in 
a verdict for substantial damages for the 
plaintiff, This verdict was speedily reversed 
by the Federal Court of Appeals, and a third 
trial draws near. Martin was the principal 
witness for the plaintiff, Davidson, and it is 
alleged swore Davidson was 30 badly injured 
he was taken to Chicago in a cab, When con- 
fronted with evidence that. all the parties re- 
turned by train Martin took his evidence 
back. Martin is now plaintiff in a suit 
against the same company which comes up 
for trial shortly in the Superior Court of 
Cook County. 

The next proceeding on Martin's part was 
to insure himself so heavily against accidents 
some of the companies called a halt. Short- 
term policies were a perchant of Martin’s. 

March 22, 1894, he met with an accident 
so unusual and mysterious the railroad and 
insurance companies have failed to this day 
to solve it or to find a single witness who saw 
the occurrence. Again, alighting from the 
suburban service of the Illinois Central, Mar- 
tin alleged on adry night, while walking with 
his right side nearest = train, he slipped on 
some steps and fell with his left arm under 
the rear wheels of the last coach. The fact 
that the railroad company proved the steps 
to be ninety feet south of the place of the ac- 
cident probably persuaded Martin that suit 
against them would be useless. 

At the time of the accident Martin carried 
four accident policies aggregating $45,000. 
For the loss of his arm he was entitled to re- 
eeive the nice round sum of $12,916. The 
promptitade with which the various insur- 
ance companies were notified and the pecul- 
iar state of facts caused them to delay set- 
tling, or at most to offer very small sums.

His conduct was more than suspicious, His 
policies were taken out in January to expire 
in April, and he got hurt in March.

Mrs. John M. Corse and eon of Boston were 
at the Annex yesterday. Gen. John M..Corse 
was one of the Iowa soldiers who rose to rank 
and distinction during the civil Far and his 
statue is one of those which on the completed 
Iowa soldiers’ and sailors’ monument will 
surround the central shaft. He died recent- 
ly. After the war Gen. Corse went to Boston 
and in 1885 was appointed Postmaster of 
that city by President Cleveland, Gen. Corse 
won fame at Allatoona, Ga., his holding of 
that place against tre ous odds forming 
the incident upon whi hymna Hold the 
Fort is based. Gen. Corse will also 
be remembered for the characteristic 
dispatch which he sent Sherman from 
Allatoona. Corse had deen sent to the relief 
of the place, which was feebly garrisoned. 
With his own reinforcement the total strength 
of the place was only 1,900 men. The Conted- 
erate Gen. French, with 5,000 men, was 
hurled against Allatoona, but was driven off 
after terrific fighting, Gen. Corse being shot 
through the face. Assured of victory with 
his face yet unbandaged he sent this dispatch 
to Sherman’s aide: 

“Tam short a cheekbone and an ear, but 
am able to whip all h—1! yet. Tell me where 
Sherman is.“ 

When Gen. French demanded the surrender 
of Allatoona of Gen. Corse he spoke of his 
superior force and said the surrender would 
do away with “neediess effusion of blood.“ 

Gen. Corse’s answer was: I am ready for 
the needless effusion of blood.’’’ Then he 
whipped French soundly.

PRICES OF NAILS AND GLASS GO UP. 


Negotiations for the Lease of Calumet Iron 
and Steel Company's Plant. 
Window glass was yesterday advanced 2 
per cent in accordance with the policy 


marked out by the recently perfected agree- | 


ment between the makers. A further ad- 
vance of 5 per cent will be made if dealers 
say the demand justifies it, The inquiry ie 
said to be surprisingly large for glass, and 
while practically ali of the mills are now in 
operation most of them are said to be sold 
up for some little time to come, The scale 
of prices made is already at the importing 
point for certain kinds of glass, and Eastern 
makers, it is said, are feeling the effect of it 
in sales at the seaboard, where they encounter 
the competition of foreign glass. The pres- 
ent agreement is denominated the strongest 
ever effected between the makers. 

Another advancein wire nails is expected 
by the jobbing trade to take place within a 
week. Inquiry among the members of the 
Manufacturers’ Association elicited the re- 
plies that indicated the expectation was well 
founded. The present price is $2.40 for Sep- 
tember delivery, but the makers have none to 
sell and are refusing to make quotations for 
October. The meeting of the Manufacturers’ 
Association in Pittsburg last week adjourned 
with the expectation that a call for a special 
meeting would be iesued next week, when it 
is supposed the expected action will he taken. 

The,successive advauces in wire nails from 
90 cents in March last has stimulated the 
consumption of cut nails to a considerable 
extent. A year ago, it was said, only 120 per 
cent of the nails sold were cut nails. In some 
quarters it is stated the manipulations of 
wire nail people has doubled the sale of cut 
nails. Several new mills are reported to have 
started. Negotiations between the Calumet 
Furnace company and the Calumet Iron and 
Steel company for the lease of the latter’s 
nail plant are announced to progressing 
rapidly. Mr. Wheeler of the former com- 
we said yesterday he hoped fe deal would 

closed in two weeks, andif this is done three 
or four weeks later the nail mill will be 
started.
